5. (new) A modification of a barrel for a paintball gun, 
comprising: 

forming at least one cleanout opening in said barrel, said 
at least one cleanout opening being large enough to allow a 
portion of a paintball skin to removed from said barrel; and 

at least one cleanout cover being movably engaged with said 
barrel, said at least one cleanout cover covering said at least 
one cleanout opening in a firing position, said cleanout cover 
providing access to said at least one cleanout opening in a 
cleaning position. 

6. (new) The modification of a barrel for a paintball gun of 
claim 5, wherein: 

said at least one cleanout cover being slidably engaged with 
said barrel. 

7. (new) The modification of a barrel for a gas powered 
paintball gun of claim 5, wherein: 

said at least one cleanout cover having at least one access 
opening formed therethrough, said at least one cleanout cover 
being rotatably engaged with said barrel, 
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8. (new) The modification of a barrel for a gas powered 
paintball gun of claim 5, wherein: 

said at least one cleanout cover being pivotally engaged 
with said barrel, each one of said at least one cleanout cover 
covering one of said at least one cleanout opening. 

9- (new) The modification of a barrel for a gas powered 
paintball gun of claim 5, wherein: 

overcoming a slight resistance to move each one of said at 
least one cleanout cover relative to said barrel. 

10. (new) The modification of a barrel for a gas powered 
paintball gun of claim 5, wherein: 

each one of said at least one cleanout opening having one of 
the shape of a slot and a shape of a hole. 

11. (new) The modification of a barrel for a gas powered 
paintball gun of claim 5, wherein: 

said at least one cleanout opening being arraigned in one of 
a series opening pattern and a multiple opening pattern. 
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12. (new) A modification of a barrel for a paintball gun, 
comprising : 

forming at least one cleanout opening in said barrel, said 
at least one cleanout opening being large enough to allow a 
portion of a paintball skin to removed from said barrel; and 

at least one cleanout cover being movably engaged with an 
outside perimeter of said barrel, said at least one cleanout 
cover covering said at least one cleanout opening in a firing 
position, said cleanout cover providing access to said at least 
one cleanout opening in a cleaning position, overcoming a slight 
resistance to move each one of said at least one cleanout cover 
relative to said barrel. 

13. (new) The modification of a barrel for a paintball gun 
of claim 12, wherein: 

said at least one cleanout cover being slidably engaged with 
said barrel. 

14. (new) The modification of a barrel for a gas powered 
paintball gun of claim 12, wherein: 

said at least one cleanout cover having at least one access 
opening formed therethrough, said at least one cleanout cover 
being rotatably engaged with said barrel. 
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15. (new) The modification of a barrel for a gas powered 
paintball gun of claim 12, wherein: 

said at least one cleanout cover being pivotally engaged 
with said barrel, each one of said at least one cleanout cover 
covering one of said at least one cleanout opening* 

16. (new) The modification of a barrel for a gas powered 
paintball gun of claim 12, wherein: 

overcoming a slight resistance to move each one of said at 
least one cleanout cover relative to said barrel. 

17. (new) The modification of a barrel for a gas powered 
paintball gun of claim 12, wherein: 

each one of said at least one cleanout opening having one of 
the shape of a slot and a shape of a hole. 

18. (new) The modification of a barrel for a gas powered 
paintball gun of claim 12, wherein: 

said at least one cleanout opening being arraigned in one of 
a series opening pattern and a multiple opening pattern. 
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19. (new) h modification of a barrel for a paintball gun, 
comprising: 

forming at least one cleanout opening in said barrel, said 
at least one cleanout opening being large enough to allow a 
portion of a paintball skin to removed from said barrel; and 

at least one cleanout cover being movably engaged with an 
outside perimeter of said barrel, said at least one cleanout 
cover covering said at least one cleanout opening in a firing 
position, said cleanout cover providing access to said at least 
one cleanout opening in a cleaning position^ 

20. (new) The modification of a barrel for a paintball gun 
of claim 19, wherein: 

said at least one cleanout cover being slidably engaged with 
said barrel* 

21. (new) The modification of a barrel for a gas powered 
paintball gun of claim 19, wherein: 

said at least one cleanout cover having at least one access 
opening formed therethrough, said at least one cleanout cover 
being rotatably engaged with said barrel. 
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22. (new) The modification of a barrel for a gas powered 
paintball gun of claim 19, wherein: 

said at least one cleanout cover being pivotally engaged 
with said barrel, each one of said at least one cleanout cover 
covering one of said at least one cleanout opening. 

23. (new) The modification of a barrel for a gas powered 
paintball gun of claim 19, wherein: 

each one of said at least one cleanout opening having one of 
the shape of a slot and a shape of a hole. 

24. (new) The modification of a barrel for a gas powered 
paintball gun of claim 19, wherein: 

said at least one cleanout opening being arraigned in one of 
a series opening pattern and a multiple opening pattern. 
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
